“This usually means ‘not quite good.’" Underlining this Mehl sentence: “While the 
1798 cents are not rare dates but any of them are extremely rare in choice condition, 
especially so the rare varieties,” Clapp proclaims: “English as she is wrote.” To Mehl’s 
statement that “The portions that are struck up can be easily be classed as very fine” 
Clapp exclaims: “Gosh!” To Mehl's “Originally classed as uncirculated,” Clapp responds 
“I suppose this was when it left the Mint.” “Beautiful English" is the term Clapp uses to 
describe Mehl’s sentence: “A very rare variety in still greater rare condition.”

This elaborate and very elaborate 
essay, was transcribed in a careful handwriting, by Mr. Ingraham, from the author’s 
MS. and he added to it numerous notes, newspaper cuttings, and other illustrations, 
with a vast number of specimens of old continental money, neatly mounted—being an 
accumulation of mire than twenty years by Mr. Ingraham; and the whole is superbly 
bound in yellow morocco, with gilt edges.

It was an occasion to forever re¬ 
member. I only wish we had had more time as I would have liked to have seen the 
balance of your fabulous collection, especially the large cents and half cents...I am 
prepared to purchase your entire collection of large cents when you are ready to 
dispose of them.” Undated" am anxious to get back to work on the 'old coppers.’ “ 
Undated-! just learned the Byron Reed Collection and another collection valued at 2§ 
million dollars will be sold shortly. Can you imagine a collection of that magnitude? If 
these come on the market before yours, it will probably result in lower prices. If we are 
going to market your collection it must be done immediately.” Undated-"]’]] be able to 
spend time enough to complete the transaction for the coppers - large cents, half 
cents and colonials. Really am looking forward to obtaining the collection and being 
able to study the coins.” October 16,1972-’] still want the large cents, etc. What have 
you decided?” November 6, 1972-'Ns I said on the telephone, I would like to pur¬ 
chase your entire collection from paper money to colonials and including books.” 
November 22, J972-Haven’t heard from you regarding the collection.” January 11, 
1973-’] hope you made some agreement with the company 1 so as they will sell a very 
few of your cents to me...Wish I had had a chance to inventory the entire collection.”

Breen begins: “My ears are afire from your flattery, but I shamefacedly must admit 
that I lap it up. Too few numismatists in this area with whom I can talk as equals,—the 
rest have different specialties and lord it over everyone else who does qqJ collect 
ancients, hard-times tokens or German States coins. Or else they show off their finest 
knowns and put my poorer ones to shame. I have the knowledge but nothing else. Tis 
a poor thing, but mine own. The Pound-like correspondence I keep up has the ulterior 
motive of achieving for me fluency in writing, and something of a readable style. I 
loathe the idea of making a life-work out of numismatics, and would much rather be in 
music school (composition, under Bohuslav Martinu) or eventually in some sort of 
editorial or publishing work. Presently I veer narrowly and teeteringly between the 
pedestrian and the pedantic, and would seek firmer ground away from both the devil 
and the deep blue sea.” Following this revealing proem, Breen proceeds to discuss 
rare half cent varieties in great detail, referring to coins in the collections of Dr. Ruby, 
Joseph Brobston, Eric Newman, Robert Schonwalter, Richard Picker and others. He 
concludes with an equally detailed discussion of early date large cents, crammed with 
important observations. A remarkable letter, revealing not only Breen's “encyclope¬ 
dic" knowledge of American numismatics but providing insight into his bewildering 
unwillingness or inability to turn that knowledge, beyond subsistence, to his own eco¬ 
nomic advantage.

“1796 G-2. The following is an account of the specimens known to me...;’ “I think that 
there would be a great deal of interest if your duplicates (let alone your collection) 
were to be offered at the ANA Convention sale. Of course, 'a great deal’ may not be 
what you would call enough interest;” “I returned to New york on June 1 or 2, and 
Norman Stack met me with a smug, simpering smirk and a sneering expression, and 
the message of Homer Downing’s death. (I did not know of it then.) My reaction was 
shocked incredulity; I thought it a monstrous practical joke on the part of this little 
Stack brat, and told him it was a damned scurvy sort of trick to play. But it seems he 
was not joking; and then my incredulity turned to flat, dull gray sorrow. Homer had 
been like a father to me during the preceding few months, and we were just beginning 
to become really close together. His death meant a great personal loss to me;" “Best 
regards, brother addict.”

Excerpts follow: “I too am 
aware of what Billy Sunday can do to coins. Unfortunately, recoloring is not one of the 
things he can do well. HKD was better at it, and the proof is that I have heard since the 
ANA Sale that better than 4 out of 5 cents in that collection (of those not having mint 
color, naturally) had been worked over by Downing. I could not tell it in any others 
besides those that were catalogued as having been recolored. As for retooling, I know 
of NOBODY who is really expert on this, though Joe Eisel of Baltimore claims to be. 
Your 1797 G-1 and 179313-L can be helped by either Peterson’s Formula or Downing's 
Formula :” “New Netherlands is offering two fine cent collections this year...The sec¬ 
ond is the Hillyer Ryder collection of cents...All have long pedigrees, and some are 
extreme rarities. Willard Blaisdell will have to go into hock for some of them, I fear;' “I 
have given careful study to the problem of placing the strawberry leaf cents in the 
series, and believe that I have the problem solved...;" “I was half-jocular about the 
drink invitation. WHS is very uncertain of my somatotype, but he knows that I have 
enough cerebrotonia not to care too much for most alcoholic beverages, and to fight 
them. After the New Years Eve party where we (i.e. Phalanx, bunch of ex-boy prodi¬ 
gies that I ran around with at Hopkins) drank champagne and Cherry Hearing and 
sherry, I swore a tremendous oath by all the gods of Egypt, Greece and Rome not to 
touch beer or whisky if there were any decent liqueurs or wines around; and it is only 
rarely that I even touch them: ’ “You and I probably will disagree on 1799, S-189. (I will 
bet $100 as a standing offer that I can detect any altered-date 1799 offered; that any 
1799 I ea!! genuine will prove to be genuine, and will be so called by ANS and Dr. 
Sheldon;' “As for dealers in the U.S. able to tell alterations, there is not one with the 
possible exception of John Ford, and even he invariably gets my opinion on the coin 
before saying a thing to the customer waiting for an decision. Otherwise he will send 
it to the ANS where the Clapp coins are available;" “No, I don’t know why the broken 
die S-188 in Downing coll. Went so high. Blaisdell was a little bit off his rocker that 
day, I suspect;” “I too regret that I couldn’t have known HKD better. He was a veritable 
father to me for the last few months—when we were in town at the same time;" “Better 
get the word from Doug Smith on the correct attributions of the coins in the McPherson 
sale, if you haven’t already done so. I wouldn’t trust Stack as far as I could throw him 
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with my right hand (and I’m left-handed);” “The thing I am always afraid of when 
someone starts talking 1796’s [half cents] is that said someone [WR?] will produce an 
Edwards counterfeit and try to convince me that it is genuine and unlisted and uncir¬ 
culated. You are aware that this DID happen in one of the Mehl sales. This Edwards 
ctft. was in the Allenburger coll., then ended up in the Rapaport coil., 1950, and Brobston 
got it on approval, and...I asked him over the phone if he had bothered to compare it 
with an Edwards die...and the thing went back to Max Mehl the same day with a very 
disgusted note;” “1805 G-4. You have unquestionably the finest known, finest extant , 
example. It is absolutely unbelievable.”

Another fine Breen letter, relating why he sold his early large cents and accompanied 
by an “Inventory of the Breen Collection as it was when complete.” Also discussed is 
the time spent examining the Eliasberg collection. Regarding his collection and also 
Eliasberg’s, Breen writes: “It is quite true that I exhibited certain rare varieties of Early 
Cents at various coin dub meetings in the New York are. It is also true that I collect, or 
have collected, cents both Early and Late. (Inventory enclosed—and it should answer 
your questions more sucdnctly than pages of text here.) I regret that we were not in 
touch with each other while I still had duplicates. All of them, and most of the originals 
by now, have been divided between C. Douglas Smith of Brooklyn, (a mutual friend, I 
believe?) and Thomas P. Warfield of Baltimore, present owner of the 1799 Abbey cent, 
and quite an advanced collector. I make haste to say that the above sales were not for 
commercial reasons, but simply from hunger in a most literal sense. In no other way 
could I live on the $75 per month (less $150 per year for extra tuition charge above the 
government’s $500 allowance) allotted me on the Gi Bill for study at Hopkins. I should 
add that Hopkins awarded me the B.A. last June, and therefore (since I cannot afford 
the $650 tuition asked even of graduate students) I no longer use that address. Mail 
will reach me at Box 1024, Grand Central Station, N.Y.C. 17, after I return from this 
Baltimore project. (The project? It is simply to go over the Eliasberg collection, throw¬ 
ing out duplicates, attributing everything, recommending additions and improvements, 
etc. A good six week’s work, it began Jan. 12, and with the proceeds I may be able to 
pick up a few decently preserved coins)." Acknowledging Ruby’s “immense enthusi¬ 
asm for the Early Cents,” Breen shares the reasons for his affinity: “almost any collec¬ 
tor with a fair endowment of brains who becomes acquainted with one or two Liberty 
Caps in choice state will eventually acquire the ‘bug’ as WHS tends to call it. One thing 
that got me was the colors; another was the personality shown in the heads of 1793 to 
96—and the individuality of 1793-4. Dr. Ruby, meet a fellow-addict." Concerning his 
“book to supersede Gilbert” he notes that he is “very nearly ready to go to press” and 
requests that Ruby’s half cent collection, that “of a specialist rather than a mere one- 
of-a-date set," be sent to him via “ANS marked as for my examination.” A long list of 
questions to be answered by an examination of the collection follows. The inventory of 
Breen’s cent collection is interesting and detailed and closes with the statement that “I 
still retain all my Late Dates except a few of the rarest ones...” 

‘‘The book on Early Dimes, 1796-1837, is coming 
along rapidly...Kosoff’s ‘book’ is a worthless 
abortion, as you doubtless know”

bly that magnificent collection will go to his sons—but I would hate to see it split up,” 
“You may or may not be aware of it, but my interests extend to other things besides 
early coppers, much as I like those. For instance, the early dismes 1796-1837 and 
dollars 1794-1873.1 propose to write up the die varieties of each series;" “The book 
on Early Dimes, 1796-1837, is coming along rapidly but with some little difficulty ow¬ 
ing to having to work with ordinary worn specimens in dealers’ stocks and not having 
access to the really good collections. Kosoff’s 'book' is a worthless abortion, as you 
doubtless know. J.H. Clapp’s note books are good but unpublished;” “When you come 
to the Dallas Convention this August, will you please bring along your early dismes.. .so 
that I can check them out for varieties?" 

‘‘I don’t think that Sol Kaplan knows one date from 
another; and, although Abe can read, whether he can 
assimilate and remember as well as one of your stu¬ 
pider freshmen will always remain a matter of seri¬ 
ous doubt. In short, neither Sol or Abe knows a thing 
about cents.”

The letter begins with a long discussion of the “14-K problem” discussed earlier by 
Breen and Ruby. Excerpts follow: “WHS is of two minds about the situation—but he is 
convinced that only three collectible specimens exist, even counting this Roger Cohen 
piece;" “WHS thinks it a decided possibility that he did err in identifying the Williams 
coin (second 14L) as a 14-K...he is thoroughly confused;” “Your argument that the 
presence of a 14-K among the Williams cents would have been an excellent selling 
point is very strong. I am inclined to agree with you here, which implies that WHS 
must have misremembered the coin. If WHS actually saw a 14K there, one which was 
later switched for a rather canine 14L, I don’t think that the fact would have reflected 
on Abe's honesty; but rather on whether Abe would have been able to spot the differ¬ 
ence. Between you and me and the proverbial fencepost, I don’t think that Sol Kaplan 
knows one date from another; and, although Abe can read, whether he can assimilate 
and remember as well as one of your stupider freshmen will always remain a matter 
of serious doubt. In short, neither Sol or Abe knows a thing about cents. The Roger 
Cohen 14-K, Sheldon tells me, is probably the coin Wurtzbach originally spotted in 
the 1920’s.” Further extracts follow: “Don’t depend on Doug Smith to do anything 
about any 1793's; he may be outside the auction room at the time...Your biggest 
competitor will be...Dorothy Paschal, who cannot be bought off;" “I fear I must agree 
with you about Bullowa.J have gotten bargains from him before...and it is the hope 
of further such bargains that stimulates me to keep in his good graces before he 
drops dead;’ “further work on the 'tA book, etc., [will be] impossible for a little while... If 
I can maneuver it, you will get the autographed proof, as well as the autographed 
copies bound.”

“The Sawicki sale is now history; but there were no real rarities there. The Davis- 
Graves sale contains 179313-L nearly or quite VF but pitted; 1793 4-C with rare die 
breaks; 1794 Hays 56 (S-72) perfect dies, VF-25 (about 5 or 6 known so). S-73 in only 
condition 6; S-103 is barely condition 4; S-113 is VF-35 but pitted and rough; S-114 is 
a beautiful coin but has been heavily gone over with J. B. Stack’s little rotary brush; S- 
115 is VF but corroded. All the coins are somewhat overgraded, and the ‘mint red’ 
1817-15 stars is recolored as are many of the later dates. The catalogue, like many 
such productions, is not to be believed. Don't bid on any sent therein unless you see 
ii...Smith catalogued the coins, and will be there to buy for himself. I saw the cents 
before and after Morton and J.B. gave them the treatment, and am still nauseated. 
Mrs. Paschal and Dr. Sheldon have also seen them with similar reactions. They will 
buy very few of them.” After discussing other cent topics he returns to the Davis- 
Graves sale and Douglas Smith: “His cataloguing on the Stack (Davis Graves) sale 
was perfidy; the 3 or 4 coins he wants are undergraded. De morituris nil nisi bonum, 
however. Diagnosis, paranoid personality, chronic, ideational.: The letter concludes 
with a long discussion of 1799 cents and the reason why “no mint-red MS-70’s of 
1814 have turned up despite the Sheldon Cond. Census.” 

“History will never be accurate so long as there 
are conniving dealers. I have given up trying to 
make head or tail out of much of the pere¬ 
grinations of the so-called 1804 dollars. ”

1024, Grand Central Station, NYC 17, postmarked May 22,1954. 
Single sheet, typed on both sides. 28 x 21.5 cm. Two fold-marks, a 
few annotations in pencil. Mailing envelope present. Fine. (100.00) 
A busy Breen writes that “I am way behind on my correspondence. The days of 8- 
page letters are perhaps not over, but are surely being interrupted. (Incidentally, don’t 
take seriously the Stack advertisement in the May (S)crapbook. I never permitted 
them to use my name, and legal action is contemplated.)” Still unhappy with Doug 
Smith, he notes that he “was guilty of some perfidy on the 8-F. This coin was promised 
simultaneously to you, Harold Bareford and Dr. Sheldon. It went to Boyd.” Discussing 
the misleading pedigrees assigned to the 1873-CC dime no arrows, he concludes 
with the comments headlined above. A goodly number of important notes on rare half 
cents and large cents follow, with a risque personal observation (a la the experience 
of Dave Bowers) interspersed among them: “I will be in N.Y. much of the time, but 
hope to go to Provincetown for a fairly brief vacation; you have no idea how much 
good simply going to an isolated section of beach at 9 A.M., alternating swimming and 
sunbathing completely nude (alone or at most with one friend) until about 7 P.M., can 
do.” (And remember, this was in pre-sunblock days)

The 
upcoming Dupont sale then dominates: “Incidentally, would you be so kind as to let 
me have your written authorization to bid $250 for you on the Hays 59 (Lot 53—S-37) 
in the Dupont sale next week? This is because I may not have enough to cover my 
own check, and don’t wish any trouble with the Stack characters... I would not entrust 
a book bid with Stack for obvious reasons; neither will Sheldon. At least in fcjs cata¬ 
logue, for once, the coins are correctly described despite the fact that Stack tried to 
upgrade the 12-L by deleting the word 'About' from the ‘Abt. Unc.' Rating."

copies. Six copies were sold in Ruby I @ $5.00 and the remaining copies will also be 
sold at that price (multiple copy orders accepted while the supply lasts).

A nice personal letter is followed by long descriptions of two sets of medals, California

for years in numismatic publications, the response to Toivo Johnson’s curious cre¬ 
ations apparently was poor and Brown writes that he has “No idea how many sets 
issued, I’ve never seen another for sale.” Weighing nearly half a pound each, Brown 
noted that “Each medal has approximately $90.00 of silver" and offers the set for 
$2,000.00. Present with the letter is a brochure describing the Mission medals and 
two Polaroid snapshots of Johnson medals.

In fact it is stretching to call 
it a 4/3 point coin, and I don’t think any grader would call it better than good-4.

$6.50 work removing deep cuts & edge dents, etc.” On a 1797 dollar of Ruby's he 
“removed the tarnish and found out why this coin had been blackened. The field in 
front pf the face had been deeply gouged out and filled with solder and crudely 

smoothed over. That is why it don’t [sic] pay to buy a silver coin which is black usually 
there is some flaw or repair which is concealed beneath such a color. I will see what I 
can do with it and report latter [sic]. He closes with a startling disclosure: “Incidently 
[sic] I am no longer ‘auctioneer’ for Mr Bauer found out how good a ‘Friend’ he was so 
that cured me. 'Nuf Sed.’ ” 

“Have not been interested in coins at the present 
inflated prices and propose to sit tight and wait 
until values get back to about 1940 level"

On lot 1384, the description of the fist fight between Low and Frossard is in error. The fight happened but not at the Parmelee sale. 

I believe that it occurred at Frossard’s sale of 12/19/94, which had a Clover Leaf cent. A. G. Heaton, writing of the incident in the Jan. 
1895 Numismatist, states that the two combatants were finally 'in a badly circulated condition, dragged apart by dismayed spectators.’ 
Keep up the good work.”
